A "product" represents a sigle, entire application program, such as the 
Microsoft Office application program marketed by Microsoft Corporation of 
Redmond, Wash. Each product has a globally unique identifier ("GUID") known as 
a Product Code which allows products to be distinguished. Each product is made 
up of one or more features. A "feature" is a granular piece of the product that a 
user may choose to install or execute. Features typically correspond roughly to the 
functional features of the product itself, such as a "Proofing Tools" feature or a 
"Word" feature. Each feature is essentially a grouping of components and may also 
include other features. Features need not be globally unique, and therefore may be 
identified by any appropriate means, such as with a textual feature identifier. — 
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
